OTTAWA. —. More. than 115,000 
small arms in the hands of Canadians: 
have not been registered with ‘police. 
departments, and the owners. now 
have become subject to prosecution 
under provisions of the criminal code, 
‘|}Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
Officials said. 


The number of small arms known 
to be in the hands of Canadians last 
May 1 -was approximately 215,000. 
Only about 100,000 have been regis- 
.| tered with the police despite the fact 
that the deadline - for registration 
ended July 1, 1945. 5 

Some leniency has been shown be- 
cause many of the owners are away 
»|from home in the forces and also be- 
cause new weapons are being brought | 
in daily as war souvenirs. 


However, in view of the current 
crime wave sweeping the country, 
|it. is expected. that the’ provincial 
‘governments, responsibile ‘for. ad- 
ministration of the criminal code, 
soon will crack down on the default- 
ers and prosecute them unless good 
reason can be shown. for their failure 
to register weapons.- 

The registration of small firearms, 
which includes all easily- concealable 
Weapons, has to be made every five 
years under the terms of the code. 
When a weapon changes hands the 
new owner has to register it. im- 
_|mediately in his name. 

The registration of shotguns and 
rifles. was. carried out during the war 
by the R.C.M.P. as a war measure, 
but the order for’ such registration 
was revoked. Feb. 20, 1945. Some 
1,700,000 rifles and shotguns were 
registered and now the owners. of 
these may do. anything they wish 
without, re-registering the weapons. 

Permits -also have to be obtained 
for machine-guns, but persons allowed 
to retain such weapons are few... 

The R.C.M.P, carry out the regis- 
tration in all provinces except Que- 
bec, Ontario and British Columbia 
where the work is done’ by the pro- 
vincial police ‘and turned over to the 
Mounties here. However,: prosecution 
for failure to register is.the—respon- 
sibility of the attorney-general in 
each of the provinces. 

It is known that some R.C.M.P: 
Officials favor the confiscation of all 
small arms as a means of curbing | ¢ 
the crime wave, but such action is 
considered tq be too drastic by gov- 
ernment officials.
